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This is a decision on the "PETITION UNDER 37 CFR §1.181 (a) TO 
WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT BASED ON FAILURE TO RECEIVE 
NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE," filed November 26, 2004. The petition was 
recently forwarded to the undersigned for consideration. 

The petition under § 1.181 is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
timely pay the required issue fee and publication fee within the 
statutory period of three months from the mailing date of the 
Notice of Allowance mailed October 23, 2003. A Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed on April 19, 2004. 

Applicants filed the instant petition on the basis that the 
Notice of Allowance was not received from the Office. 
Applicants enclosed a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
and Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) in response to the 
Notice of Allowance. 

Consideration of the petition, in light of a review of the 
record reveals that: 

Applicants asserted that the Notice of Allowance and the Notice 
of Abandonment were mailed to an incorrect address. Applicants 
obtained copies of these documents upon inspection of the 
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application file on October 19, 2004. The instant petition was 
promptly filed after such inspection. 

The record confirms that the Office erred in entering a change 
of correspondence address in this application. Further, both 
Office communications were mailed to this incorrect address. 
It is concluded that under the circumstances withdrawal of the 
holding of abandonment is warranted. 

Pursuant to the change of address, the correspondence address 
has been corrected back to that of customer No. 26161. 

In view thereof, the Notice of Abandonment is VACATED and the 
holding of abandonment is hereby WITHDRAWN .
